AIDE CAPTURED 


London, Sept. I (AP) 
Martin 
Borm ann, 
stocky, 
square-jawed 
chief deputy of the Nazi party once 
rumored to have died at Adolf Hit­ 
ler’s side, was reported by the Ber­ 
lin radio to be in Allied hand 
again today. 
The broadcast gave no details of 
where Borm ann was or what official 
announced his arrest.

reported from Hamburg that "B rit­ 
ish m ilitary circles believe that if 
he (Bormann) is a prisoner, he is in 
the Russian zone."

Borm ann was advanced to the 
position of Hitler’s chief deputy in 
1941 after Rudolph Hess made his 
spectacular flight to Britain.
